Minister Phelps Astonishes the Germans 
by His Remarks ~ 


IN PRAISE OF PRINCE BISMARCK, 


Which They Take as an Insult to. 
Their Emperor. 


THE SPEECH MEETS WITH DISAPPROVAL 


| Mr. Phelps Said the Unity of the Empire 


and the Glory Thereof Were 


Bismarck’s Work. 


Berlin, November 25.—At a Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner in the kaiserhof last evening 
William Walter Phelps, United States em- 
bassador, made some remarks concerning 
Prince Bismarck which have excited gen- 
eral astonishment and considerable disap- 
proval. Mr. Phelps went out of the 
course of his address to say United States 
citizens at the table remembered with 
gratitude the friendly attitude maintained 
by the ex-chancellor towards their native 
land and the many pleasant friendships 
which he had sustained with their compa- 
triots. The magnitude, unity and glory 
of the Germain empire, Mr. Phelps contin- 
ued, were Bismarck’s work. His opinions 
were respected today by the whole world 
as fully as they were when he was in 
office. : 

Just why Mr. Phelps should have made 
these remarks is a mystery. His rela- 
tions to the emperor were considered to 
be exceptionally cerdial. That he should 


have selected au occasion when his offi- 


cial rank was especially conspicuous to 
praise the most violent antagonist of the 
government to which he is accredited is 
generally regarded to have been at least 
evidence of questionable taste.

THROWN.FROM A TRAIN. 


Six Roughs Rightly Served on 6 Railroad 
Train in Ohio. 

Galliopolis, O., November 25.—Six broth- 
ers, Williams by name, in a maudlin condi- 
tion boarded a north-bound Ohio River 
railroad train at Huntington and at once 
became obstreperous. One of the brothers 
went into the ladies’ ear, used profane lan- 
guage, flourishing a revolver and threat 
ening to kill every one in the coach. Con- 


‘ductor Smith grabbed him and pulled him 


into the smoking car. The other five broth- 
ers rushed upon the conductor with drawn 
pistols and knives, and the brakemen com- 
ing to his assistance a fight was precipitated 
in which both the railroad men sustained 
serious injuries. from pistol and knife 
wounds. The riot bell on the train was 
rung by one of the passengers and the train 
stopped. The engineer and fireman ran to 
the rescue armed: with clubs and beat the 
Williams brothers almost into insensibility 
and ‘threw them off the train.

and silver into money of full debt-paying | 


power. 

“2. Fixing a ratio in coinage between 
the metals. 

“3. The establishment of a uniform charge 
if any, to the public for minting gold and 


silver coin.“ 


The American proposals were coldly re- 
ceived. M. Tirard, of the French delega- 
tion, who speaks with authority as the 
former minister of finanee, declined to con- 
sider the proposals without first consulting 
the French government, and in this position 
M. Tirard was sustained by most of the 
other delegates, who also declined. to give 
consideration to the American proposals 
without consulting their respective govern- 
ments. 

Thereupon the American delegates de- 
cided to withdraw their proposals provision- 


ally. 

Alfred de Rothchild, of the British dei- 
egation, announced that he would propose 
tomorrow to create an international syn- 
dicate to purchase silver, with the view of 
effecting an .appreciation in the value of 
the metal.

ast year, having been 77,979 bales. This 
makes a total falling off for the first twenty- 
five days of November of 407,467 under the 
game days last season, and shows a total 
deficit for eighty-six days, from September 
Ist to November 25th, inclusive, of 1,280,669 
compared with last year. 

Total brought, into sight during the past 
seven days has been 840,982. against 418,941 
last year, while the aggregate for the first 
twenty-five days of November is 1,211,673 
against 1,619,1 Total marketed from — 4 
tember Ist to date is 3.201.431 against 4.482. 
100. Movement since September ist shows 
receipts at all United States ports of 2,247,- 
408 against 8.344.068 last lear. Overland 
across the Mississippi, Ohio and Potomac 
rivers to northern mills and Canada, 815,425 
against 516,230.

A Word to the Office Seekers. 

It is apparent that Mr. Cleveland is be- 
coming rather aggravated, and justly so, 
on account of the numerous requests for 
office being made from all over the coun- 
try. We think that some patienco is re- 
quired in this matter. Thousands of pe- 
titions are now being circulated through- 
out the country for office, that will never 
see the light of day and never be con- 
sidered by the men to whom they are ad- 
dressed. 

We see no impropriety in making appli- 
cations for office on the part of all who 
desire it, but we believe there is a possi- 
bility uf the thing being overdone. None 
of these petitions will be considered until 
after March 4th. Therefore there is plen- 
ty of time in which to make applications. 

During Mr. Cleveland's last administra- 
tion he dispensed the public patronage 
through the members of the senate and 
the house. Mr. Cleveland’s custom differ- 
ed from the republican rule. President 
Harrison selected a boss for each state, 
sometimes more than one in a state, and 
the patronage of these states went 
through these bosses. In our state Mr. 
Buck was the one who dispensed the pa- 
tronage of Mr. Harrison. There will be 
no boss for Georgia, or any other state. 

If Mr. Cleveland pursues his former 
policy he will, as a general thing, appoint 
to office from this state such men as are 
recommended by the delegadon to con- 
gress, and we do not think that he will 
ever see or read a letter of application 
for public office. 

A significant indication is contained in 
the interview that was printed the morn- 
ing before he left New York, recently, in 
which he used the following languagv: 

Many of the callers whom 1 have been 
obliged te receive would net, I think, have 
encroached upon my time if they had given 
the matter a moment’s reflection. Those who 
have called upon me to talk about offices, it 
seems to me, have been a little inconsiderate, 
and certainly unnecessarily premature. I de- 
sire to give as much publicity as possible to 
the statement that I do not propose to con- 
sider applications for office prior to my in- 
auguration, and I shall avo.d all interviews 
on that subject. Those who under any pre- 
tense gain an o-ortunity to present their 
applications orally, and those who burden me 
at this time with written applications cannot 
possibly do anything which would so interfere 
with their chances of success. Written appli- 
cations will be so little regarded that I 
doubt if they ever see the files in Washing- 


ton, for there is no reason or decency in my 
being overwhelmed with such matters at this 


time. 


This country is so large and there are 
so many Offices to be filled, that it would 
be impossible for one man, the chief mag- 
istrate, to consider the fitness for office 
of all the applicants. It is an absolute 
impossibility. He is compelled to trust 
to others this important duty, and while 
it is proper for men to express their de- 
sires for places, they will be compelled 
to be patient and let the applications of 
their favorites take the regular channels, 
if they expect to accomplish anything. 

The repbolicans seem to be very happy 
over this clamor on the part of the demo- 
crats for places. They are attempting in 
every conceivable way to extend the civil 
servic law so as to protect as many of 
their men as possible. We believe that 
the civil service law, as it has been ad- 
ministered for partisan purpose, is the 
biggest fraud, next to the election laws, 
on the federal statute books. 

The president should carry out the pol- 
icy of the party which elected him and 
the safest way to do it is to put in men 
who are in sympathy with its principles. 
We think, though, that there should be 
no hasty action on the part of applicants, 
as nothing can be accomplished, except 
to disgust everybody by the great rush for 
office, before the new administration is 
installed. 2

Scientific Guess Work. 

Tomorrow night is the time set by some 
of the astronomers for the comet, that is 
still a faint speck of nebulosity in the 
sky, to switch its fiery tail in the blue 
ether and create a shower of sparks over- 
head. 

It is to be feared, however, that the ad- 
vertised spectacle will fail to come off. 
If there is a display at all, it seems

reasonable to conclude that it will not 


proceed from the comet which is now at- 
tracting attention. It may be that tomor- 
row night the earth will pass through 
a meteor stream larger than that through 
which it passed last Wednesday night, 
but it is very doubtful. 

The probability is that Wednesday 
night’s display will prove to be the most 
important spectacle of the year. The 
earth was passing through the meteor 
stream for seven hours, and during that 
time thousands of meteors dipped into our 
atmosphere and blazed briefly. Some 
were very small, while others were large 
enough to leave a trail of incandescent 
vapor in the air. 

Nevertheless, the discussion that has 
been going on in the papers is distinctly 
educative. It has demonstrated a fact 
that we have been insisting on for years, 
that when astronomers begin to guess 
they enter into direct competition with 
Wiggins, and as a guesser Wiggins is way 
ahead of the best of them. 

Meanwhile, we have had our Thanks- 
giving, and if the comet happens to go to 
pieces in our congenial atmosphere it will 
pass away in a climate that is thoroughly 
democratic. 


The Price of Cotton. 

One of the first and most noticeable re- 
sults of the overwhelming democratic 
victory was the upward jump in the price 
of cotton. There was also a jump in the 
price of stocks, and this result showed 
that Mr. Cleveland’s election had impart- 
ed confidence to all classes and to all 
kinds of interests. Stimulated by the 
demoeratio victory and by the discovery 
that the crop is even shorter than had 
been supposed, cotton has continued to 
go up. 

A significant circular has just been 
issued by Mr. H. M. Neil, of New Orleans, 
the well-known cotton authority. On the 
2d of November, he put the total crop at 
7,100,000 bales. He now finds that he 
will have to make a material revision in 
that estimate. There was a killing frost 
on the 10th, which put an end to all pros- 
pects of the maturing of late bolls. The 
revision which Mr. Neil makes is a sweep- 
ing one. He reduces his estimate by 600,- 
000 bales, and places the total of this 
year’s growth at 6,500,000 instead of 
7,100,000. 

Reports from the whole cotton-produc- 
ing area, during the past fortnight, agree 
that the shortage in the crop amounts al- 
most to a calamity. These reports come 
both from planters and from those who 
are looking for cotton to buy, and whose 
interest in it is to exaggerate the prospect 
of supply. : 

Mr. Neil says that a period has now 
been reached when the receipts are al- 
ways found to be governed principally by 
the size of the crop.. The port receipts to 
November 18th are just equal to those of 
1886-87—a 6,500,000 crop. As a buyer on 
European account, Mr. Neil says it is to 
his interest to ignore exaggerated state- 
ments of damage, and to rely on the tre- 
mendous expansive power of this great 
section to surprise him by the yearly in- 
creasing production. But he cannot shut 
his eyes to the fact that ull the evidence 
points to a short crop. 

There is one other point of tremendous 
interest to farmers, that if gold were no 
dearer today than it was in 1873, cot- 
ton would today fetch from 121-2 to 15 
cents 4 pound. But gold has increased ir 
value. On the other hand an ounce of 
silver will buy as much cotton today as it 
would have bought in 1873. There is a 


serious problem here for the considera- 


tion of the people.

In the Senate. 


The attendance being rather slender when 
the senate met yesterday morning, that 
body steered clear of serious action such as 

passing of bills. One providing for the 
selection of a board of medical examizers, 
and another amending the local option act, 
were read the third time and put upon their 
passage, but tabled over the opposition of 
& small majority. 

The only matters of interest with which 
the senate thought proper to Charge the 
minds of its members were a joint resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Wright of the first dis- 
trict, and the report of the committee which 
lately returned from a visit to the lunatic’ 
asylum. 

Mr. Wright's resolution, which was in 
the nature of & petition, attacked the cot- 
ton future business, complaining that “the 
device now in general use on the exchanges 
aud boards of trade, and known as ‘futures’ 
or ‘short selling’ enables speculators to offer 
for sale quantities of cotton, grain and 
other products at least a hundred fold in 
excess of the amount produced; and said 
device provides no means for discovering, 
but, on the contrary, prevents a disclosure 

of how much of the article so offered for 
sale is real and actual and how much 


quantity actually produced, and in conse- 
quence thereof, the excressive or fictitious 
quantities so offered have the force and ef- 
fect which an actual overproduction whould 
have in depressing the price of said articles 
and in preventing the producer from real- 
izing the fair and reasonable price he would 
obtain were values determined by the law 
of supply and demand. 

“The trades or deals in similated products 
of the soil which are continually being made 
upon the exchanges through the use of said 
device, and whereby the values of said pro- 
ducts are fixed and determined have be- 
come 80 humerous and grown to such mag- 
nitude that they constitute a potent factor 
ia depreciating land values and the depress- 
ion that has overtaken the agricultural in- 
terests. 

It is manifest,“ contiues the resolution, 
“that the wrong thus inflicted upon produc- 
ers cannot be remedied by state legislation as 
such legislation is not likely to be uniform 
in the several states, and that a practicnble 
remedy can be secured only through eon- 
gressional enactment. 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved by the 

senate, the house of representatives concur- 
ring, that the senators and representatives 
in congress assembled, be and hereby re- 
quested to enact the bill now pending in 
the senate of the United States, being house 
bill 7,845, and known as the Hatch bill,“ 
or to enact some other law, at the earliest 
possible date, whereby the practice of sell- 
ing farm products by persons who are not 
owners thereof, and commonly known as 
‘short selling,’ shall be regulated and re- 
stricted that the value of the actual 
products of tlie sdil shall not be Beaten 
down and in a large measure destroyed by 
the imaginary and fictitious products con- 
tinually being offered by those who own 
little or none of the articles offered.“ 

This resolution was adopted unanimously. 

The report of the committee on the lu- 
natic asylum represented the building and 
grounds to be in good condition and in no 
need-df present repairs, though within a 
short time the committee thought it would 
be necessary to give attention to the walls 
and the flooring, which was bound to be 
very much. worn. The neatness, order, 
discipline and efficiency of those in charge 
of the institution receive especial commenda- 
tion. The financial management and book- 
keeping are pronounced first rate. Insuffi- 
cient as the committee deems the regular 
annual appropriation for the asylum, it is 
shown that a cash balance remained on 
hand in October, at the end of the fiscal 
year, of $6,941.82. The increasing expense 
of maintaining the patients through the 
winter months is expected to absorb this 
balance. 

The committee calls attention to the 
cramped condition of Me patients, some of 
whom are domiciled in_narrow and insuf- 
ficient quarters, or crowded at night into 
the parlors, which should properly not be 
used ‘as bed rooms. Many of the insane 
throughout the state have been unable even 
to secure admitance and are therefore 
lodged in the various county jails. 

nder these circumstances it is insisted 
that measures should be taken to enlarge 
the capacity of the institution and to that 
end it is recommended that two additional 
stories be added to the hall for convales- 
cents, the walls of which are sufficiently 

ck to bear the weight and that a new 
cottage be built for the assistant physi- 
cian in order that the twelve-room brick 
structure now occupied by his family may 
be devoted to the use of patients. In this 
way it is calculated that at a cost of $22- 
000 accommodations can be provided for 
200 more unfortunates. The expenditure 
of $12,000 the committee estimates, how- 
ever, will sufficiently relieve the present 
cramped condition of the institution to do a 
great deal of good.

Captain Weissert, of the Grand Army, Says 
There Shall Be No Race War in Camp. 


Milwaukee, November 25.—Captain A. G. 
Weissert, commander in chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, has been called upon 
to settle a question that has for a long time 
kept the organization in a state of ferment. 
Almost since the formation of the Grand 
Army there has been trouble south of Ma- 
son and Dixon’s line wherever a colored post 
was about to be organized. A protest came 
today from a colored post in Texas saying 
that neither of the departments of Louis- 
iana and Texas would issue a charter. Cap- 
tain Weissert immediately ordered a charter 
to be issued and declared that unless this 
was done he would take steps to force white 
veterans to obedience or drive them out of 
the Grand Army. . 

“A race war in Grand Army circles of the 
south,” said Captain Weissert, is assuming 
a graver aspect than ever before. Since my 
election to this office I have been collecting 
statistics from Florida to Texas. It is my 
intention to make a tour of the south and 
make a searching inquiry into this race war. 
I propose to see that the colored soldiers 
are recoguized by the state departments and 
posts of the grand army. I will lay down 
the laws to offending posts, and, if they 
refuse to recognize the colored soldier they 
will be dismissed from the grand army 
without ceremony.” |

Behind a pretty shaded green lawn on one 
of the loveliest. lots on Peachtree street 
stands a stately mansion—the home of Geor- 
gia’s governor. an

The story of the Home. 
Just how this elegant home came to be 
built, how Georgia came to own it for her 
governor’s home, all makes an interesting 


In 1870 John H. James was a successful 
banker in Atlanta. He had risen from an 
obscure country boy to be Atlauta’s lead- 
ing banker, He figured wealth in the neigh- 
borhood of a half million, and he wanted an 
elegant home to live in. He looked Peach- 
tree street over for a siutable location, ang 
finally settled upon the lot at the corner of 
Peachtree and Harris streets as the site for 
his new home, which he determined should 
be the most magnificent residence in At- 
lanta. He bought the lot for $10,000. Its 
dimensions were 140x240 feet. A little 
wooden cottage stood on the lot at the time. 
That little cottage is still standing in the 
rear of the mansion and is used for a ser- 
vant’s dwelling. 

Banker James secured the services of 
Mr. W. H. Parkins, then one of Atlanta's 
leading architects, to draw up the plans 
for his new home. Architect Parkins knew 
that Mr. James wanted the best going, and 
he drew up a splendid plan for an elegant 
home in t was then the prevalent style 
of architectire. ; 

Mr. James built the home himself, em- 
ploying day laborers to do the work and 
personally superintending it part of the 
while, Hie moved into the magnificent dweil- 
ing in 1872. At that time there was not u 
finer dwelling in Atlanta. It was one of 
the sights on Peachtree. Just about tis 
time the question of moving the state cap- 
ital had been agitating the people. In the 
fight for the location of the home here Mr. 
James took a prominent part. But as er- 
ery one kyows the capital was moved here, 


i Bupchased by the State. 


A state capitol was purchased from Mr. 
H. I. Kimball, and the next thing to do 
was to get ahome for the governor. Mr. 
James had no particular desire to get rid 
of his home, but he did want the chief ex- 
ecutive of the Empire State of the South to 
have a creditable home. He proposed to 
sell the home which he had erected for his 
own octupancy to the state. He said the 
house had cost him $63,000 including the 
lot and house furuisulngs. roposed to 
sell all this to the state for 2.3, i 
was introduced into the leglsiature provid- 
ing for the purchase of the home at the 5. 
ures named. The bill was passed and it 
came to pass that Banker James and famil 
moved out ef the new home after a year's 
occupancy, taking nothing with them but 
their clothes, The magniacent furnishings 
were left in the house, they having been in- 
cluded in the sale. 

Rufus B. Bullock was then governor and 
was living in the house he now occupies. 
He was the first governor to move into the 
new executive mansion. | was then 
torn from mountain to seaboard, not having 
yet recovered from the throes of reconstruc- 
tion, and mose were stormy days. 

Ben Conley oceupied the mansion for a 
short time when Bullock so unceremoniously 
left it. His dwelling there was short, how- 
ever. :

In Which Third Party Men and Demo. 
crats Engaged on Election Day. 


THE LEADER OF THE JONESBORO FIGHT 


In Which Nearly Fifty Men Participated, 
and Several Were Terribly Wound 
ed; Caught Here Yesterday. 


Jim Brown, a young white man, the leader 
of an electin day riot at Jonesboro, in 
which Mr. J. O. Hightower was nearly 
fatally wounded, and Sheriff Hutcheson 
and a number of others were badly hurt, 
was arrested yesterday morning by Captain 
Manley, and is now*locked up at the police 
station. 

The assault with which Brown is charged 
occurred ou last election day, and Represen- 
tative Kimsey and a number of prominent 
citizens were engaged in it. The charge 
against Brown will be vigorously prose- 
cuted, and things look dark for him. He 
is a nephew of ex-Representative Brown, 
of Haralson county, and of Mr. J. H. 
Brown, who was defeated for the legis- 


lature in Clayton county. , 
At Wur u Sharp Affair. 


The riot which Brown led occurred at 
the polls in Jonesboro on the day of the 
president’s. election, and over fifty citizens 
engaged in it. The feeling was pretty high 
between the democrats and the third party 
men, and che trouble was _ precipitated. 
The attack upon the democrats was delib- 
erate and premeditated. At about 12 
o’clock, when the crowds at the polls were 
small, Brown, a brother of his, and about 
forty third party men, attacked three or 
four democrats, and in a moments time a 
general fight was in progress. Sheriff 
Hutcheson, who is more than seventy years 
of age, tried to quiet the row and the third 
party men turned their attention to him. 
He was terribly beaten over the head in 
the fray that followed. His son, Mr. John 
Hutcheson, of this place attempted to in- 
terfere, when the fighters jumped on him. 
Mr. J. O. Hightower ran to his assistance, 
and while trying to pull the desperate third 
party men from him, he was cut. Three 
of the rioters caught him and tried to cut 
his throat. He is a powerful man, and 
sueceeded in knocking their knives from 
his throat. His face was laid open from 
ear to ear, however, and it was thought 


that he was fatally hurt.

Representative Kimsey drove the crowd 
back at the muzzle of his pistol, and his 
prompt action and that of Sueriff Hutche 
sou, Mr. John Hutcheson and one or two 
other gentlemen quelled the riot, and pre- 
vented more bloodshed. 

Since he was hurt, Mr. Hightower has 
been confined to his bed and his ugly wounds 
are far from being healed. Jim Brown, 
the leader of the third partyites in the row, 
has not been seen around Jonesboro siuce 
the fight, and when a warrant was-sworn 
out against him he could not be found.

They Discuss the Falling of the Stars 
and the Appearance of the Comet. 


ASCRIBED TO CLEVELAND'S ELECTION 


It Argues the Dud of the World and the 


Coming of Judgment Day— Meeting 
Tonight in the Ohurches. 


Several of the colored citizens of Atlanta 
have. been stired up for the past two or 
three days over the talk they have heard 
in regard to the comet. 

It has been quite freely discussed along 
the streets, and a few of the colored faith- 
ful, who were going home from meetin’ the 
other night, were scared nearly out of their 
wits by the strange phenomena which they 
beheld in the heaven. 3

the crowd and they were moving quietly 
along the sidewalk. They had just been 
“feeling good,’ as the saying goes and one 
of the number had prayed quite fervently 
in the church, swinging backward and for- 
ward and iifting up his petitions with a 
loud voice that almost stotled the shingles 
of; the sanctuary.

They were trying to settle a,very knotty 
uestion on their way home and the ques- 
tion was this: 

“If de Lord wuz so mighty as people

white of his yes contrasted strangely with 


the weird gloom that surrounded the dark 
quartet.

The more intellegent number were of 
course disposed to regard the shower as 
a simple marvel, without ascribing to it any 
of that “muemisis” that the more ignorant 
have been pleased to attribute to it. 

There will be a meeting tonight in sev- 
eral of the smaller churches of the city, 
and if the worst happens the brethren 
will be found in the attitude of prayer and 
worship. 

If the rumors afloat are correct, there 
will no doubt be a falling of stars tonight. 

The comet has already made its appear- 
ance and is gradually nearing the earth. 

The earth at the same time is moving in 
the direction of the comet, but whether or 
not they are moving in such a line as to 
come in contact with each other, can only 
at present be surmised. 

e comet may switch around before it 
reaches the earth, and in that event there 
will be no stellar pisplay. Otherwise if the 
comet strikes the earth or passes within 
the atmosnhere of the earth, it is likely 
that a brilliant shower of meteors will be 
the result.

The Street Railway Engineer has this no- 
tice of a traction feat in Atlanta: 

„Not long ago, the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad delivered a. Short rail- 
way generator at the Western and Atlantic 
raiirona yards in Atlanta, Ga., by mistake. 
As it happened, on Friday evening there was 
no switch engine obtainable in the yards, 
and R. L. Caldwell, the expert in charge of 
the Short installation at Atlanta, was in a 
quandary as to how to get that 24,000 pounds 
of wire, iron and brass from the railroad 
yards to the power station, which was a 
matter of five or six miles distant. Besides 
the expense of hauling it by wagons, the road 
en route was in bad condition in several 
places, and the entire expense of loading, 
reloading and hauling, repairing the road, and 
loss of time would have been expensive at 
best. Mr. Caldwell is a man of ideas, and 
his faith in Short motors is very long. After 
the switch engine had put it on the electric 
tracks a feat was to be performed. Therefore, 
an ordinary Atlanta Consolidated street rail- 
way passenger car, sixteen feet in length and 
equipped with two twenty-horse-power motors, 
was attached to the cumbersome freight car 
and started for the plant. As the gauge of 
both tracks was the same, the switching was 
easy. The following table gives at a glance 
the magnitude of the work:
